Parents in the 361,19 2 families 
surv ey ed repo rted 2 10,2 5 3 chil­ 
dren who wo uld no t hav e been 
able to g o to scho o l but fo r FSA 
assistance. 
With the aid o f FSA superv is­ 
o rs, these families wo rked o ut 
so und farm plans. They used 
FSA lo ans to buy liv esto ck and 
equipment necessary to pro duce

More than half of the new sin­ 
gle-family 
homes constru cted 
u nder the FHA plan in 1940 were 
v alu ed at less thah $5,000, Fed­ 
eral Hou sing Administrator Ab­ 
ner H. Fergu son annou nced re­ 
cently . 
There has been an u nbrok en 
trend y ear after y ear toward 
lower-priced homes in the mort- 
gage-insu rance operations of the 
FHA, Mr. Fergu son said, indi­ 
cating the su ccess of its program 
in reaching families of modest 
incomes throu gh sou nd and lib­ 
eral financing terms. 
The median v alu ation of new 
homes on which mortgages were 
accepted for insu rance in 1940 
was $5,059, inclu ding land. This 
compares with 5,245 in 1939, $5,- 
334 in 1938, $5,524 in 1937, and 
$5,625 in 1936. 
These figu res refer to homes 
financed with mortgage insu red 
u nder Title II of the National 
Hou sing Act. In addition, there 
were approx imately 8,500 homes 
financed with mortgages insu red 
u nder Title I of the Act, where 
the loans were $2,500 or less and 
the v alu ations ranged from $2,- 
500 to $3,000. 
The heav iest concentration of 
FHA-insu red mortgage v olu me 
occu rred in the $4,000 to $5,000 
v alu ation range, with 26.8 per 
cent of the total bu siness falling 
in this category . 
All the v alu ation categories 
below $5,000 increased in relation 
total v olu me, while all price cate­ 
gories abov e $5,000 were relativ e­ 
ly smaller than in the preceding 
y ear. 
Only a little more than IO 
per cent of the FHA’s total bu s­ 
iness u nder Title II in 1940 cov ­ 
ered homes v alu ed at more than 
$7,000, whereas in 1936, the first 
fu ll y ear of its operations, prop­ 
erties v alu ed abov e $7,000 ac­ 
cou nted for more than 30 per 
cen t of the total v olu me. 
Home properties v alu ed at less 
than $4,000 financed with mort­ 
gages insu red u nder Title II 
showed a gain of 21.8 per cent of 


total bu siness in 1940 from 19.2 
per cent in 1939. In each y ear 
there was an additional nu mber 
of Title I homes constru cted 
The median mortgage amou nt 
also declined du ring 1940 to $4,- 
358 from $4,450 in the preceding 
y ear. In other words, as many 
homes were financed with mort­ 
gages of $4,358 or less as were 
financed with larger amou nts. 
The trend of mortgage amou nt 
has not declined appreciably 
ov er the six -y ear period as a 
resu lt of changes in the National 
Hou sing Act permitting loans of 
larger amou nts in relation to 
v alu ation. 


FIKE NEW LAWS IN 


CONSERVATION IRE 


ILREADT IN EFFECT 


Fiv e of the ten laws on con­ 
serv ation enacted by the General 
Assembly and approv ed by Gov . 
Schrick er, 
carried 
emergency 
clau ses and already are in ef­ 
fect, it was pointed ou t today by 
Frank N. Wallace, acting com­ 
missioner of the Department of 
Conserv ation. 
These inclu de: a series of 
amendments to the fish and 
game laws; the ex tension of the 
open season on red fox in the 
sou thern zone; the reforesting of 
areas where coal has been mined 
by the stripping process; au thor­ 
ization for cou nty clerk s to re­ 
tain ten cents of the fifty -cent 
fee for issu ing women’s fishing 
licenses; and prov ision for clean­ 
ing and improv ing the little Cal­ 
u met riv er. 
The amendments to fish and 
game laws prov ide: that the des­ 
ignation “Game Warden” shall be 
changed to -Conserv ation Offic­ 
er;” fix es daily bag limit of two 
raccoon and prohibits u se of 
pole climbers in the field or 
woods at night; mak es it illegal 
to tak e channel catfish less than 
ten inches in length; eliminates 
the zoning of the state for trap­ 
ping seasons and prov ides a 
statewide open season on rac­ 
coon, oppossu m, sk Sink , mink 
and mu sk rat from Nov . 15 to 
Jan. 31; mak es it legal to tak e 
minnows from Ju ne 13 to April 
30 instead of from Ju ne 15 to 
April 30, and req u ires possession 
of a hu nting license to tak e frogs 


and sets a bag and possession 
limit of 25 frogs. 
Fiv e other laws affecting con­ 
serv ation in Indiana were en­ 
acted and approv ed. One, effec­ 
tiv e May I, re-established the 
State Conserv ation Commission, 
Fou r others become effectiv e 
when the Acts of the General 
Assembly are prbmu lgated. These 
inclu de: ex tension of the closed 
season on prairie chick ens; plac- 
the Wilbu r Wright Memorial in 
charge of the Department of 
Conserv ation; mak ing it u nlaw­ 
fu l to lower water lev els in lak es 
of 20 acres or more, and an 
amendment to law regu lating 
motor boats which bars motor 
boats of six horse-power or more 
from lak es of less than IOO acres, 
the waters of which are im­ 
pou nded by a dam constru cted 
by u se of federal fu nds. 
A nu mber of proposed laws af­ 
fecting the Department of Con­ 
serv ation fish and game regu la­ 
tions, were k illed by the General 
Assembly . Two enactments of 
the General Assembly —one set­ 
ting u p stricter req u irements for 
the acq u isition of land in In­ 
diana by the Federal gov ern­ 
ment, and one mak ing commer­ 
cial fishing u nlawfu l in the Wa­ 
bash riv er where it is the In- 
diana-Illinois 
bou ndary , 
were 
“pock et” v etoed by Gov ernor 
Schrick er.

Research work on wood from 
the forests of Sou th and Central 
America offers one of the prom­ 
ising 
approaches toward the 
strengthening of relations with 
the Latin American repu blics, in 
the opinion of Carlile P. Wins­ 
low, director of the Forest Pro­ 
du cts Laboratory , Madison, Wis. 
A few tropical timbers su ch as 
mahogany , Spanish cedar, and 
sev eral dy ewoods hav e been on 
the mark et for many y ears. In 
the main, howev er, North Ameri­ 
can indu stry and consu mers are 
not familiar with the wide v ari­ 
ety of woods sou th of the Rio 
Grande—chiefly hardwoods. We 
are not aware of what is av ail­ 
able, of how they may be u sed, 


and which of the woods hav e 
v alu able properties. 
Many of the species do not 
grow in the United States at all, 
say s 
Winslow, 
and 
research 
wou ld probably show many of 
them su itable to certain special- 
lized U. S. needs. Winslow points 
ou t that the Forest Serv ice has 
the ex perience research work ers 
who already are eq u ipped to 
stu dy the u tilization of these 
woods.

possibilities, he say s, research 
is needed to determine for what 
u ses the importation of tropic 
woods will be most u rgently 
needed in the near fu tu re, and 
which tropical species possess

tion of green blad es. Where soils 
are sand y or grav elly the rapid 
d rainage of water carries away 
still fu rther amou nts of food . 
The real ex hau stion of fertility 
resu lts from the growth o f the 
lawn itself. In ju st one growing 
season, a single grass plant may 
d ev elop as mu ch as 36 inches of 
grov /th in stems and leav es. Un- 
ess the food consu med in pro­ 
d u cing this bu mper crop is re­ 
placed , starv ation mu st soon set 
it—and this is the most comomn 
cau se of lawn failu res. Su ch fail­ 
u res are easily av oid ed by a sim­ 
ple program of lawn 
feed ing. 
The nominal cost retu rns gener­ 
ou s d iv id end s in green, healthy , 
weed free tu rf. 
Benefits o f Co rrect Feeding 
The first and most apparent 
benefit of feed ing is a richer, 
brighter and fresher color. This 
is w hat giv es lawns their spark le 
and mak es them stand ou t in 
contrast to neighboring lawns. 
A strong, stu rd y growth is the 
second benefit. The d eep, pene­ 
trating roots th a t resu lt from 
feed ing enable grass to d raw on 
a larger v olu me of soil moistu re, 
helping it to come throu gh the 


su mmer triu m phantly . The thick , 
v igorou s top-growth is more re­ 
sistant to d isease. If d amage 
shou ld occu r from m istreatm ent, 
d isease or insects, the well fed 
tu rf is better able to heal these 
inju ries. 
Moss is an often-present w arn­ 
ing th at soil is becoming d efi­ 
cient in plant food elements. Oc­ 
casionally lime is need ed 
bu t 
u su ally fertilizer is all th at is 
necessary to d riv e ou t the moss 
and allow the grass to spread . 
Feeding Curbs Weeds 
The most v alu able benefit from 
correct lawn feed ing is th a t it 
su bd u es weed s which might oth­ 
erwise flou rish ou t of a ll control. 
These u nsightly pests alway s fre­ 
q u ent are§ s of wornou t soil where 
the grass has 
become 
thin. 
Lawns weak ened by 
lack 
of 
nou rishm ent actu ally inv ite en­ 
croaching weed s. Weed s are the 
resu lt of poor tu rf, not the cau se 
of it. Well fed lawns become so 
d ense, d u e to the reserv e of soil 
fertility , th at weed s are u nable 
to mak e head way and soon d is­ 
appear entirely . 
Cho o sing the Rig ht Gra ss Fo o d 
All of these benefits will be of 


only temporary natu re if care la 
not u sed in selecting the food 
th at y ou apply . For instance, the 
bright green color will fad e in 
ju st a few week s* time instead of 
lasting for months. The 
top- 
growth will be fast, spind ly and 
soft, an easy prey to weed s, in­ 
sects and d isease. 
The first step in choosing a 
fertilizer for lawns is to get one 
th at is compou nd ed especially to. 
feed grass. A general flower and 
gard en fertilizer won’t d o be­ 
cau se it is prepared to encou rage 
the prod u ction of blossoms OU 
fru it. In contrast, the need la 
lawn feed ing is to encou rage 
green leaf growth and d eep, stu r­ 
d y roots. 
Nitrogen, Phosphoru s and Po­ 
tassiu m are the only im portant 
soil elements which grass need s 
and which are d eficient in most 
soils. Of these, the first is of 
prim ary im portance becau se it is 
responsible for the green v egeta­ 
tiv e growth th a t is, after all, the 
lawn. A scientifically prepared 
grass food blend s the three m a­ 
jor elements so th a t Nitrogen 
su bstantially pred ominates.

o x y g en fro m the a id. The qua n­ 
tity a nd co mbina tio n in which 
these a re a v a ila ble determine the 
v ita lity , the co lo r a nd density o f 
turf. 
Unlike birds o r a nima ls, a g ra ss 
pla nt ca nno t g o wa ndering a bo ut 
in sea rch o f fo o d. It must ta ke 
wha t no urishment it ca n find in 
the limited zo ne o f so il where it 
ma kes its ho me.
